Family Feud Over An- 
cient Boundary Line 
Ends in Death Toll With.

Grantville, Ga., July 29.—(Special.) 
Blazing guns leaving a trail of death 
and injury today climaxed a five-year- 
old family feud born in a dispute over 
a boundary line, and fanned to mur- 
derous heat by occasional fist fights 
and altercations participated in by at 
least half a dozen prominent Coweta 
county farmers and landowners. In 
the encounter today in which one man 
was killed and thyge persons wounded 
the admitted slayer is charged with 
using his danghter as a shield while 
he poured bullets into his enemies, 

Paul Bradbury, 31, is dead, his sis- 
ter, lrene, 24, is in the Newnan hos- 
pital dangerously wounded and his two 
brothers, Levi and David, also are suf- 
fering the effects of gunshot wounds 
as the result of an attack laid to J. 
Ben Stevens, 49, who is in the Coweta 


county jail at Newnan charged with 
murder and assault with intent te 
murder. 

Today's | shooting, investigators 
learned, was the result of a long 
smouldering enmity between snbeuieren 
of the Stevens and Bradbury fami- 
lies, first cousins. A bittér feeling is 
known to have existed for several 
years, depnties under Mheriff RK. 
Banks, said, adding that though they 
long had expected an open break they 
had not anticipated the*fatal results, 

Conflicting’ versions of the affair 
were given Sheriff Bank and his in- 
vestigators. 

According to John Bradbury. father 
of the wounded men and woman, he 
and Stevens, who is a cousin of Mrs. 
Bradbury, have engaged in an alter- 
cation for more than five years over 
a property line dividing the Stevens 
farm from the Bradbury farm, about 
three miles southeast of here. 

Levi Bradbury went to the boundary 
line this morning. his father said, and 
there encountered Stevens, who at 
first threatened him with a knife. 

“My son told me he threatened to 
use a pick-ax on Ben if he did not put 
up the knife,” the elder Bradbury 
said. “When he did this Ben went 
into his house and got a shotgun with 
which he shot Levi.” 

Levi then went to the home of his 
father and called a physician and 
Sheriff Banks. He had been wounded 
in the leg, seriously but not danger- 
ously. 

The sheriff, mindful of the long ex- 
isting enmity between the two divi- 
sions of the family, hurried with two 
deputies to the Bradbury home. In 
the meantime, however, Stevens is

TAtomotle Anti-Theft Act 


Explained by Association 


The McWhorter automobile anti- 


theft act introduced recently in the 
house of representativer is a meas- 
ure designed to reduce theft of au- 
tomobiles and at the same time in- 
stall the certificate of title plan in 
Georgia, it was announced Monday in 
a statement issued by the Georgia 
Automobile Association, one of the 
sponsors of the measure. The pill 
is a revenue producer for the staic 


'as it will bring in $250,000 net rev- 


,enue in six months it was stated. 


Provisions of the bill and their «f- 
were outlined in the followinz 
issued by the asseciation: 

“This bill raises more than $250.- 
000 net revenue within six months at 
no cost to motor vehicle owners; all 
notary fees for annual renewal reg- 
istration applieations are abolished 
and a charge of $1 is’made for a cer- 
tificate of title, good for life of the 
car er until ownership changes. The 
bill gives to the state a source of im- 
mediate revenue and at the same time 
provides an effective method of te- 
dueing frauds and thefts in motor ve- 
hicles. Theft insurance’ rates are 


tixed on theft losses and this bill 
wil reuuce voth. Lwenty or more 
uther atates have tue salue oF si'h- 
ilar jaws like this bill. 

Checking of Kegistrations. 

“The bill simply requires all appli- 
cations for registration to be checked 
against indexes by* motor and serial 
numbers of all cars’ registered as 
well as similar indexes of ¢ars re- 
perted stolen. A certificate of title 
is issued to the applicant so that 
the buyer of a car may know that the 
car is not reported stolen or regis- 
tered in another's name. As soon as 
a car is reported stolen registration 
of that car is not only refused out 
notice is sent ont to each of the 
other states, 20 of which already have 
a similar law. 

“The present legislature should cor- 
rect the existing auto registration 
law. <A stolen car may be registered 
without difficulty. A thief finds st 
easy to get new tags and a new reg- 
istration certificate. Although the rez- 
istration certificate is supposed to be 
issued only after some inquiry is made 
into the ownership, a check is not

The present 
law promotes fraud upon innocent 
purchasers of autos and it aids the 
the: aute thief. 


Temptation to Youth. 


“Hundreds of cars stolen in other 
states are annually seized by the 
owners from the hands of innocent 
Georgia’ purchasers through the trac- 
ing efforts of theft insurance com- 
panies. Hundreds of cars are annually 
stolen in Georgia and taken to other 
states where no trace of them is dis- 
covered because the Georgia law lacks 
the facilities of inter-communication 
with other states on this subject. 
Hundreds of cars are annually stolen 
hy the youths of Georgia because under 
the present law the theft and escane 
look so easy and certain. The present 
law provides a real temptation to the 
youth of Georgia. 


“The motor vehicle owner is entitl- 
ed to something more than tags and 
a receipt for his registration fee. 
Theft hazzards are insured against 
by theft insurance companies but 
theft hazzards are not reduced by 
theft insurance. The present law 
should be corrected to prevent the 
theft from registering a stolen car 
and to prevent the registration of a

Call money renewed at 9 per cent 
and moved up to 10 in the afternoon, 
despite the release of funds by liqui- 
dation, indicating that funds were be- 
ing withdrawn from the market by 
corporations to meet August 1 inter- 
est and dividend payments: A par- 
ticularly perplexing development was 
a further loss by the Bank of Eng- 
land of about $15,000,000 in gold to 
the continent. Wall Street bankers 
do not see how the Bank of England 
can long postpone an increase in its 
discount rate, which would undoubted- 
ly result in some withdrawal of funds 
from New York.

ORSYTH ST. BRIDGE 
CHANGES APPROVED 


First steps in reconstruction of the 
Forsyth street yiaduct were taken 
Monday afternoon at a meeting cf 
the bridge committee of city council. 

The committee passed a resolution 
authorizing the N., C. & St. I rail- 
way to reconstruct the Forsyth strect 
viaduct when it makes renovations 
incident to erection of the new $500,- 
000 union station on the west side of 
the Forsyth street structure.

He was 
made the first chief of this depart- 
ment and was active in this work up 
until a fortnight before his death, at- 
though his health had been failing for 
several years. 

Under his guidance the editorial di- 
vision grew to be one of the most im- 
portant in the bureau. Through it the 
bureau dispensed informative pam- 
phlets, books and other written ma- 
terial on the public school system of 
the United States. 

In. his official capacity, Mr. Boy- 
kin went to many expositions, includ- 
ing those at St. Louis, San Francisco 
and San Diego, where he was in 
charge of the great governmental edu- 
cational exhibitions. He was national- 
ly known in educational circles anid 
recognized as a leader in his particular 
field. 

Visited Atlanta Often. 


Although his work for the greater 
part of the time kept him 
Washington, Mr. Boykin made trips 
io Atlanta quite frequently and main- 
tained his contacts with scores of 
friends here.
